Flores, his opponent, were inten- 
sively active during the day, the 
general public manifested only 
slightly more than casual interest. 
Election of members of Congress 
held the greater attention. 
statement from Calles's head- 
quarters at 9:45 claimed a major- 
ity of 956,000 in Mexico City. 
Messages from all sections of the 
republic claiming a majority for 
their candidate were quoted. 

Although the general belief is 
that Calles carried the Mexico City 
Federal District, official computa- 
tion of the vote will not be made 
until Congress convenes on Septem- 
ber 1. It ts believed likely that 
Flores will attempt to discredit the 
count in this district. It is also 
believed that Senators and Deputies 
alligned with Calles will be elected. 


QUIET ELECTION

Fifty-three River Survivors

peake Bay early S.turday morn- 

ing, were towed into Baltimore.

The body of a white man, be- 
Heved to be James Truitt of Balti- 
more, was found floating in the 
bay off Cove Point late yesterday, 
and shortly before, the body of 
a negro, around which was strap- 
ped a life preserver of the Three 
Hooper's Island. 

The bodies of two other negroes 
had been found shortly after the 
disaster. 

The steamer was en route to 
Baltimore from  Crisfield, Md., 
when the fire was discovered on 
the saloon deck about midnight. 
It gained headway rapidly, and 
the passengers and crew were 
forced to take to life boats and 
life preservers. Several passing 
steamers came to the aid of the 
burning vessel and picked up more 
than fifty of the survivors.

Figures of Preceding Year

WASHINGTON, July 6.—A total 
net income of $21,336,212,530, an 
amount equivalent to the gross debt 
of the nation, was reported subject 
to Federal taxes, by citizens of the 
United States for the calendar year, 
1922, it was,disclosed in statistics 
of incomes for that year made pub- 
lic by the Treasury. 

On this income, the Federal gov- 
ernment received $861,067,308 from 
the 6,781,471 persons who admitted 
tax liability. This shows an increase 
over 1921 of $141,670,202, or 19.69 | 
per cent in tax paid, of 125, 305 in 
the number of returns filed and of 
$1,759,000,000 in tota] income sub- 
ject to taxation. 

The average net income per re- 
turn for 1922 was $3,143.26, while 
each theoretically paid $126.86 to- 
ward the upkeep of the govern- 
ment, and their taxes were at the 


rate of 4.04 per cent of their net 
incomes. «

There were 
fewer returns showing net incomes 
between $400,000 and $500,000 
than between $500,000 and $1,000,- 
000. One hundred and four re- 
turns in that class were reported, 
or forty more than in the preced- 

ing year. 


SHOW GAIN 

There were 12,000 persons re- 
porting net incomes between $50,- 
000 and $100,000, a gain of 4000 
over 1921; 2171 with incomes be- 
tween $100,000 and $260,000 
lars, and 763 with incomes between 
$150,000 and $200,000. 

In the lower brackets, the sta- 
tistics show that 2,471,181 persons 
paid taxes on net incomes between 
$1000 and 32000, and 2,129,098 
filed returns of incomes between 
$2000 and $3000. There were 
786,267 returns in the class from 
$3000 to $4000; 404,808 between 
$4000 and $5000, 891,873 between 
35000 and $10,000, and 90,278 pe- 
tween $10,000 and $156,000. 


INCOME OONSTANT 

In the classes between $1000 and 
$10,000, the number filing tax re- 
turns was substantially the same 
as for previous years. In each 
case, however, the number was 
slightly larger in 1922 than in 
1921. From this the conclusion 
was drawn that the income of some 
6,000,000 taxp&yers remained rela- 
tively constant, the change in the

Mr. McAdoo’s counter proposal, 
presented in the form of a letter 
addressed jointly to Chairman Hull 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and Senator Walsh of Mon- 
tana, chairman of the convention, 
was as follows:

lowest number of votes shall be 
dropped from the roll of candidates 
until a nomination is made.

NEW YORK, July 6. —rempo- 
rary stiffening of money rates and 
intermittent profit-taking held 
bond prices last week slightly below 
the year’s record high levels pre- 
viously attained.

habilitation. 

Temporary suspension of Mex!- 
can debt agreement, negotiated 
with the International committee 
of bankers on Mexico, was an- 
nounced last week by President 
Obregon, following the govern- 
ment’s failure to meet the semi- 
annual interest payment of more 
than $8,000,000 which fell due 
the ist inst. Bankers, explaining 
that the revolution last winter had 
crippled Mexico financially, 
adopted a lenient attitude and de- 
cided not to declare a default at 
this time. 

Resumption of interest pay- 
ments, Mexican officials promised, 
would be made upon restoration 
of the Treasury’s equilibrium by 
the granting of another loan.

A candidate who found that his 
friends were pressing his merits and claims 
to the extent that it was injuring the 
chances of his party for final victory would 
promptly order his name withdrawn. 

There was once a spirit of party patriot- 
ism, which was a kind of by-product of na- 
tional patriotism, which placed the interest 
of the party above personal interest. But 
that spirit was killed in the Democratic 
party in the Baltimore convention. When 
a candidate who received a majority of the 
votes of the delegates vas denied the nom- 
ination party spirit was eliminated and per- 
sonal interest enthroned. 

One incident in Saturday’s session of the 
convention typifies the gathering. The body 
was in one of its recessant uproars. Chair- 
man Walsh seized his gavel, which is so 
large that it resembles a maul, and beat 
the desk so vigorously that the head of the 
gavel parted from the handle and struck 
one of the delegates so violent a blow on 
the head that he was carried senseless from 
the hall. A convention in which such pro- 
cedure is necessary is the antithesis of a 
deliberative assemblage. 

For two weeks there has been a violent 
conflict of passion, emotion and prejudice. 
It has been a Donnybrook fair. 4 Brit- 
ish correspondent termed it “organized 
insanity.” At one time 600 policemen 
were called into the hall to stop a 
riot of the delegates over a religious 
issue. Can anyone believe that out of such 
turmoil and chaos a platform and ticket 
will issue that can command the con- 
fidence and deserve the support of the coun- 
try? It has been a case of mob rule and 
each mob led by a political boss. The rail- 
road brotherhoods have openly declared 
that if anyone but McAdoo is nominated 
they will bolt the Democratic ticket and 
support La Follette. The Democratic party 
of New York has declared that if Smith ts 
not nominated it will not support the ticket. 
The Ku Klux wing has asserted as pasi- 
tively that if Smith is nominated it will 
vote for the Republican candidates. 

Such animosities are not to be composed 
by a few platitudes uttered after the nom- 
inations are made. In short, the Democratic 
party has demonstrated anew in the New 
York convention its unfitness to form a gov- 
ernment for the people of the United States.

The liberation of the atom, according to 
M. Dubilier, will pit under man's complete 
control a force “which will not alone do 
his work, but the work of the entire world. 
When this happy time arrives suffering, pov- 
erty and work will be unknown quantities 
and the residents of this vale of tears will 
revel in unlimited luxuries and untold va- 
rieties of pleasure—it will be all play and 
no work.” 7 

The only fly in the ointment, from the 
layman's point’ of view, is the fact that, up 
to date, no scientist has devised a means 
of liberating the atom. They admit that it 
can be done, but are somewhat at a pes 
how to proceed. 


Technology is a recognized world authority 
on the potentialities of the atom. He is 
less extravagant in his claims than M. Du- 
bilier and he is more concerned about the 
problem of accomplishing its release; but 
he, too, holds forth the hope that, when the 
atom is liberated, untold power will be re- 
leased for the service of mankind. 

Like all natural forces, it will prove a 
blessing or a bane, according to the manner 
in which it is applied. Put to the uses of 
war the race might easily exterminate itself 
by its own inventions.

In that little “if” Mes the great obstacle, 
However, now that soporific days have 
slipped up on us, all that the crude, unsei- 
entific mind can say is, “Bring on your 
atoms quick and liberate them.”

Not only have you a sense of ut-

wider windows made entirely of 
glass, a most excellent dining car 
and thoroughly fine service.

Superfluous hair is a blemish 
thet causes a great deal of un- 
happiness. And unhappiness does 
cause il] health, so it is not amiss 
to discuss superfluous hair in our 
column. 


The technical name of superfiu- 
ous hair ig Hypertrichosia (hyper 
more or above; tric hair.) 
Hypertrichosis is a growth of hair 
that is either abnormal in amount 
or occurs in places where the nor- 
mal lanugo hairs are present. (The 
lanugo hairs are the tiny normal 
hairs of the skin.) It may be gen- 
eral or partial, congenital or ac- 
quired. Subjects of general hyper- 
trichosig are usually born covered 
more or less thickly with fine long 
hair. It is a congenital defect of 
unknown origin. These people are 
the hairy men and women of the 
circuses, Perhaps some of you 
remember Jo-Jo, the dog-faced“ 
He had congenital hypertri- 
chosis, 

The partial acquired superfluous 
hair is more common than the con- 
genital variety. It may be an ex- 
cessive growth in regions where 
hair ts usually found, or in regions 
usually hairless. An example of 
the first instance is that of a fa- 
mous old historical character, 
whose beard was over seven feet 
long. He certainly had to speak 
above a whisker, didn't heil An ex- 
ample of the second instance is 
that of a boy of eight who had 
the whiskers of a man. Beards on 
the faces of women are also ex- 
amples of this. 

It is normal for many men to 
have excessive hair upon the 
chest and shoulders. It ts said that 
this is a sign of strength. I don't 
know about that. It is normal for 
many men, as they grow older, to 
support a few long hairs on the 
tip of the nose and more than a 
few in the nostrils, ears and eye- 
brows. 

Growth of a beard in woman is 
the form of superfluous hair which 
causes the most unhappiness. As 
women grow older, especially after 
the menopause (change of life,) a 
slight mustache or a few strag- 
ling dark hairs on the other parts 
of the face often appear. These do 
not cause so much unhappiness be- 
cause they are easily removed. 
When women, and especially young 
women, become afflicted with 
heavy growths of hair on the face 
Here is, in- 
cause for unhappiness, for 
these women shun company and

their misfortune, become melan- 
choly and ill. 
In some cases of superfluous 


hair, especially in young women, 
there is some disorder of the in- 
ternal glanda, either the ovaries or 
some of the other glands, and 
proper treatment, surgical or med- 
ical, is effective for this. Other 
cases of superfluous hair may be a

abie 

The victims of superfluous hair 
on the face are often prone to 
blame some face cream or lotion 
for their affliction. Jackson be- 
lieves that face creams do net at- 
fect the growth of hair, but he 
does cite instances of luxurious 
growths on parts that have been 
poulticed for a long time, so that 
heat and moisture seem to be 
stimulating factors in causing an 
increase.
